Study Kaput 


Although assured at the outset of 
the public hearing that no upgrading 
is planned now but that the subject 
was only to get an “indication of 
what should be done when a road 
goes in when the area is developed 
in the future’’ several residents 
strenuously protested a Eureka- 
Highland Circulation study at last 
week's Planning Commission meet- 


ing. 
The area involved is bounded by 
Yorba Linda Blvd.. — Richfield, 


Lakeview and Buena Vista. The 
study was sparked by the pending 
development of a small tract 
planned by James O'Malley in the 
area on the south side of Yorba Linda 
and the west side of Highland. 

To give that tract access to major 
arterials the commission decided to 
study the entire area. 

The adoption of a specific 
circulation plan would provide the 
city with a basis for requiring proper 
street dedications as various 
property owners within the specific 
plan boundaries made application 
for sub-division or development. 

Eureka deadends within the area 
and Highland winds through it. 

Area residents paraded to the 
podium to oppose the study and 
possible action. They were led by 
one resident who presented a 61 
signature Open Letter which listed 
seven reasons for objecting to 
extending and widening Eureka and 
Highland. 

Among the reasons was one heard 
frequently: “maintaining the rural 
atmosphere.’’ The residents found a 
strong ally in Commissioner Ron 
McRoberts whose motion that there 
be no change in Eureka and that the 
commission recommend to the City 
Council that the study be received 
and filed was passed.

166 square feet and restricting 
two-story units to no more than 
one-third of the total number. 


instead of the projected two-thirds. 
His proposals were all reyected by 
the other three councilmen present 

“T feel we. as a council, have 
misrepresented what we are going 
to do with these homes.”’ declared 
Chaput. ‘This development ts 
contrary to the concept for which | 
was elected.”

According to Planning Director 
Phil Paxton, some 2200 houses 
finally look like those being built on 
the 860 acres of the ranch, being 
developed jointly by Shapell and 
Kraemer.
